Tbe New Westminster Popguns and 
the As>ay Office* 

What is tbe matter with the Columbian ? 
He oppeari to be troabled with a severe nt- 
taclc of conHtipation of ideos. The two 
column Qod n buif article on ihn Assay Office 
■eeins to have exhaaated tbe foeble-iiiiuded 
creature's flow of limguase. Uis responaa 
to our reply on the same subjeot is qiiile 
np to the Btatidard of vulHurity which the 
editor baa chosen as his speciality, bat it s 
weak— very weak. Had it not been for tbe 
Eiaminir flying to tbe resone of its qaondom 
friend, wo fear that tbe Columbian would have 
lost its position as the GovernmeDt organ, 
par excellence, ol tbe Colony. Apropos of the 
Examiner. Oar friend is falling into evil 
courses. Ho has seized the Columbuvi's 
stock-in-trade, and bos gone to lying lor a 
living, bbatne on you, sir. We certuiiily 
expected belter things than to read in your 
ColumnB that tbe petitioo for the continuance 
of tbe Assay Office was returned from Vic- 
toria " wiib the names of many bona Me 
residents attached to it." There wasn't a 
aiogle gennina name attached, it went back 
to the " Oapltal " as ibnooeot of signature as 
when it left there. The gentleman to vrhom 
it wasenttuBted eo inforroed us, and we have 
no reason to doubt his word. He was re- 
qnosied, when he left Westminster, to get 
" a few signatures — just enough to have Vic- 
toria put in an appearance " (ale.) But he 
met with no encourngement. The Victorians, 
like Mr Crotree, at the Supremo Courtj didu't,
